(Currently Amended) A composition as claimed in claim 1 any one of th e pr e c e ding 
claims , wherein the administration of the composition by pulmonary inhalation provides a dose 
dependent Cmax*

claims , wherein the administration of the composition by pulmonary inhalation is not 
accompanied with the adverse side effects usually associated with the administration of 
apomorphine.

12. (Original) A composition as claimed in claim 1 1 , wherein the dose is from about 200 to 
about 1600 micrograms. 

13. (Original) A composition as claimed in claim 12, wherein the dose is from about 300 to 
about 1200 micrograms. 

14. (Original) A composition as claimed in claim 13, wherein the dose is from about 400 to 
about 1000 micrograms. 

15. (Currently Amended) A composition as claimed in any on e of th e pr e c e ding claim L 
wherein the sexual dysfunction is erectile dysfunction. 

16. (Currently Amended) A composition as claimed in any one of claims 1 to H claim K 
wherein the sexual dysfunction is female sexual dysfunction. 
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17. (Original) A composition as claimed in claim 15, wherein the erectile dysfunction is 
psychogenic.

37. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 36, wherein the sexual dysfunction is male 
erectile dysfunction. 

38. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 36, wherein the sexual dysfunction is female 
sexual dysfunction.
